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STATE LIBRARY COMMISSION The State Library Commission hqld its first meeting of the 

year in Helena on Friday , March 3. Mrs. Doris Davies, chair- 
man, presided; vice-chairman Don Cibson , and members Dolores Colburg and William Conklin 
were in attendance as was Advisory Council chairman Brother John Federowicz, The commis- 
sion took formal action confirming tentative committment of $150,000 in LSCA Title II 
funds to the Missoula Public Library for its new building, subject to passage of a bond 
election which is tentatively set for June in Missoula County. The Commission also made 
a tentative committment of $12,270 to the Powder River County Library toward its new 
building, subject to the passage of a bond election to be held later this month. 

The Commission voted to set four meetings each year for the consideration of applications 
for grants under Titles I, II, and III of the Library Services and Construction Act. These 
meetings will be held at the State Library in Helena on the Fridays before the second 
Mondays of April, July, September, and December. Meetings may be held at other times as 
deemed necessary.
